There was no change in the occupation of the Artillerie Kaserne or the Nachrichten 


Kaserne, Chemnitz—Bbersdorf. The Flak Kaserne there was 90 percent destroyed. 


Two garages were being reconstructed. They were guarded and enclosed by a barbed- 


wire fence, The basements and first floors of the barracks buildings had been 
rebuilt in a makeshift manner. Ammunition was stored in the reconditioned 
garages and buildings. 


The troop camp on the castern edge of the Zeisig “oods near Chemnitz, which is 


located near the former target range, was guarded by sentries. All approaches in 


the woods leading to the camp were blocked hy barriers, The tops of tents were 
seen through the underbrush. Locd residents said that ne more than 1,000 re- 


cruits, wearing black-bordered crimson epaulets, were in the camp. On 2? October 


1950, two croups of 83 and 92 men respoctively were observed on the way to the 


municipal swimming pool. Officers and training personnel wore red=bordered black
